State to deery tha condition of affairs 
and create a falsa impression us to our 
true status, financially and otherwise. 
Before the last campaign, retren'ohtnent 
was the hobby, and through the indis- 
craet zeal of the advocates of that meas- 
ure, the Eastern journals magnified what 
was Biiid and said that Nevada was in 
the last agonies of despair nnd Bhoulc 
be robbed of her Statehood. 
In the 


State now many of the papers are as- 
aerting that we are in a sad plight be- 
cause $20,000 was recently borrowed 
from the School Fund to keep the State 
on a cash basis, "till the revenue for th* 
fiscal year is turned iato'the Stato Treas- 
ury. It betokens veil, when it State is 
in a financial condition to borrow of ita- 
self . With very few exceptions, the old- 
er States arc largely indebted and theii 
bonds are held by foreign or local syndi- 
cates. 
AH of Nevada's indebtedness 


is to the irredeemable School Fund. 
We pay interest for the support -of that 
Fund, •while mout States pay a direct 
tax for the support of the schools. Is 
there anything alarming in the fact 
that we pay a 
reasonable 
interest 


on a fund that otherwise would be idle 
•when that interest goes to educating the 
children of the State and when there is 
on hand ruore mouey appropriated for 
other uses, which cannot be dive.rted 
for want of authority of law, that) is 
thus borrowed? 


1 lonru Senator Stewart is the adro- 


-oate of a scheme to enlarge our boun- 
daries, thus take us out of the alough of 
despair. 
"Would such a move lift the 


local indebtedness off of Storey, White 
Pine and other counties burdened with 
heavy local taxation which their former 
prodigality heaped upon them? Unless 
the State assumes the load those coun- 
ties are carrying, if Utah, Idaho, Ore- 
gon, nnd all of California east of the 
Sierras wars added to Nevada, no local 
relief would be afforded these unfortu- 
nate counties. 
If the territory of Ne- 


vada, which now covers about on» huu- 
dred aud twelve thousand square miles, 
were increased, that increase would add 
proportionately to the expanse of the 
State government, and would involve 
the question ol removing the Capital, 
and other complications, without cor- 
responding gain*. There can b» only 
one advantage in annexation, and that 
ia the probable aid ic would giv« to the 
general government in breaking the 
•back of MormoDism. 
Should a part of 


Northwestern Idaho be made a part of 
Nevada it would divide the Mormon 
strength politically. 
But with 
tho 


aggessive 
policy ' that 
Congress 


lias initiated, backed by the moral pres- 
sure there is against the institution ad- 
vocating polygamy, the nation is able to 
oopa with it, concentrated aa it is. 


The State never h«a had aa healthy an 


outlook a* it has to-day. The stock and 
agricultural interests have a *ound foot- 
ing. Mining is looking up. Favorable 
reports are being bad from the various 
camps of the State . The output of bull- 
ion in Nevada will.be greater in 1885 
than it has been for a number of years 


If our people will look through glasses, 


aot colored by those who have political 
•xes to grind, they can see a clear and 
promising sky for Nevada, which if left 
alone will be as her merits deserve a 
respected sovereign State. Within her 
borders there are almost unlimited re- 
sources which once utilized will make 
her, in revenue, the equal of many 
.other State*. Whsi she wants moit is 
legislation ot home and in Congress that 
may point toward her legitimate devel- 
opment against the varioui discrimina- 
tions now made against tier. In other 
•words, in all places Nevada wants A 
true Nevadac to represent her.

Another ICInnlOcent Stanford Gift. 


The fact has already been made pub- 


lic that Senator and Mrs. Stanford in- 
tond to erect a museum* building in 
Golden Gate Park, and to also donate 
objects of sn appropriate character to 
form the nucleus of a great public mu- 
seum. It has now been ascertained that 
the donation will include the Stanford 
art collections and objects collected by 
Lel'ind Stiiufoii], Jr., for bis private 
museum. The collection 
of Leland 


Stanford, Jr.. consisting largely of curi- 
osities aud nntiqne objects, fill two 
rooms in the Stanford mansion on Cali- 
fornia street. It was begun when he 
was twelve years old, nnd addetl to 
whenever the opportunity offered flar- 
ing the remainder of his life. The Stan- 
ford art collection, which is intended 
for the museum, has been described as 
richer in the old masters than any other 
in America. It includes as well speci- 
mens of nearly every worthy school of 
painting since the days of medieval art, 
and works noticeably representative of 
schools, countries and peculiarities. 
After the return of Senator and Mrs. 
Stanford from their trip to Europe, in 
1881, the catalogue of their oil aud 
water-color paintings numbered 181, all 
of which had beon selected with great 
taste and discretion, aud many of them 
old, raro and exceedingly valuable. 
Their collection of paintings has been 
added to since then, buff it was during 
the European trip referred to that the 
collection was most notably enriched. 
No correct estimate can be made of the 
money value of tho proposed gift, but 
the art treasures alone in 1382 had been 
estimated to have cost over $250,000.

They have ceased talk- 
ing about candidates for 1888. Before 
the elections there was so much said on 
the subject here that one might have 
thought that the country was on the 
eve of another Presidential election.

Republican Sena- 
tors are now in a measure subdued, 
while tho talk of Democratic Senators 
is conservative and loyal. 


THE SILVER PBOBLEit. 


The forecast of the position to be 


taken by members of the new Congress 
on the silver question, recently pub- 
lished, is not regarded ns likely to prove 
true after Congress ban met and received 
the President's message and tbe report 
of Secretary Manning. Tho President 
and the Secretary ore not likely to oc- 
cupy different ground from that taken 
by Mr. Cleveland last Spring. It is 
thought hs will appeal reasonably to 
both Honsss of Congress to support his 
views aud try them in practice.
